Moore said the officials also 
decided they did not want to 
know the full details of the 
FBI's evidence, for fear there 
might be a leak.

WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
State Deari Rusk announced last 
week at his press conference 
that the real rea'son- we arc 
fighting in Vietnam Is to contain 
Red China.

Two Vietnamese peasants 
were huddled in a foxhole dur- 
ing a bombing raid. 

"Say," said one of , them to 
the other. "Did you hear the 
good news?

"No kidding." the other peas- 
ant said, hugging the earth as 
a bomb exploded. "Where did 
you hear that?" 

"On the radio. You see, the

Skinning 
Pheasants 
Is Easiest 

Pheasants can be cither dry- 
plucked or skinned. Most game 
cooks agree that skinning does 
not seriously Impair the- flavor 
of these ancf other upland bll-ds. 
Skinning is faster and less tedi' 
ous. Plucking is recommended, 
however, for birds that are to be 
roastecl. * 

If pheasants are to be pluck- 
ed, remove the feathers as .-ioon 
as possible. They tend to stiffen 
into the skin when the bird has 
cooled and thereby become dif- 
ficult to pluck without tearing 

the- skin. 

To sWn a pheasant, remove 
the wings close to the body and 
the legs at the first joint above 
the foot. Slit the skin of the 
bird just under the tall, slcin 
back toward -the neck^ . ' 

Then break breast away from 
the back. The entrails will stay 
with the back which carries lit- 
tle meat, and the breast of the 
bird comes away ready to be 
wiped and cooked. ^ 

'The legs should be cutaway 
close to ' the back and together 
with the heart, liver, and giz- 
zard, removed before the bony 
structure and entrails are dis-

Anyone who has looked to the 
outdoors during the past decade 
for one or more of its recrea- 
tional attractions will not deny 
that land on which to enjoy 
these activities is a big pTob- 
lem. Open acreage continues to 
decrease In the face of a grow- 
ing demand for 'Outdoor hying. 

Federal and state govern- 
ments have finally recognized 
the problem and are preserving 
land through public ownei^ship 
as fast as they can beat private 
developers to the puncn. citi- 
zens' organizations 'have also 
been formed for the same pur- 
pose.

Care Of Meat 
^[laJmportant 

With the big game hunting 
season getting under way, the 
Idaho Fish and Game Depart 
ment has urged ail sportsmen 
to follow the practices of proper 
field care of their game meat. 

"Wild game meat is nearly 
always very good to eat, if the 
sportsman will take time to take 
proper care of it In the field," 
a department spokesman said. 
"Generally,speaking, the nearer 
a hunter can' come to packing 
house methods in the handlini 
of game nieat, the better it wil 
taste." 

The three common practices 
which detract most from t he 
qUillty 6f big 8ame~meal~5Te 
failure to cool the meat properly 
before hauling it home, hauling 
meat on fenders of cars or an' 
place where It. won't stay cool 
and In the case of antelope, 
failure to skin the animal im- 
mediately after the kill Is ma(le 
The department recomn^^nds 
the .following procedure of tak- 
ing care of the meat in the 
fleid: 

1. Ski^i and 'dress the animal 
immediately after the kill is 
is niade. In the case of antelope, 
skin the animal before dressing. 

2. Wash all blood and hair 
from the animal before trans- 
porting it home. Water won't 
hyrt the meat if allowed to drain

Suecesful deer hunts just 
don't happen.

Make a list and take all of 
the things you think you will 
need. 

Car chains, antifreeze, axo, 
shovel and adeqiiate clothing 
are as essential as gas, food 
and shelter. 

Al>nve nil the h unt er sho uld 
strive to get the maximum rec- 
reation out of the hunt. Nothing 
cait increase the hunt more than 
adequate preparation of a com- 
fortable hunting camp. This 
need not be elaborate but should 
Include comfortable dry sleepmg 
quarters and a tent or enclosed 
unit for cooking and eating. 

The group should go into their 
hunting area In the daylight; 
particularly. If this is their first 
trip into the region and more 
so, if it is storming.

The bolt action big bore rifle 
has long been recognized for 
Its accuracy and ballistics, and 
the power it can deliver with 
the high caliber cartridges it 
is capable of handling. The rec- 
ognition is well deserved, 0(i this 
point there is no argument. 

There appears to be room for 
discussion, however, as to how 
much more superior the bolt 
action Is to the lever action. 
rp ,. . ^irrnnPAptlnn i.s that the 
lever action rfle falls far short 
of matching the bolt action rifle 
in performance. 

Perhaps if hunters took a sec- 
ond look at the lever action ri- 
fle's versatility they would be 
amazed to find how closely it 
rivals the bolt action in ballis- 
tics and power. They would al.so 
discover that a lever action is 
not limited to the 30-30 cart- 
ridge. 

Take the 30-06 cartridge, per 
haps , the most popular among 
bolt action shooters. Using a ISO 
grain bullet, it produces a muz- 
zle velocity of 2,970 feet per 
second. This caliber is not avail- 
tible in lever action rifles, but 
the 308 is. 

Based on the original NATO 
cartridge, the 308 with a 150 
grain bullet hasii muzzle veloci- 
ty of 2,860 feet per second. 
That's within five per cent - of 
the 30-06's performance, too fine 
a line to argue about. 

If you're looking for a faster 
load, and think there's nothing 
In a lever action to match the 
270, which delivers a 130 grain 
bullet at 3,140 feet per second 
at the muzzle, you'll find that 
the 2 84 can get 3 ,200 feet -per 
second dut of a 113 grain-bullet. 

For an all-round big game ri- 
fle there's the 243. It can take 
anything from a chuck to an 
antelope, and it's fast and pow- 
erful. If you're looking for a 
brush bucker, there's the 358.

Prices Paid To

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Agriculture Department report- 
ed today prices paid dairymen 
by dealers for milk Uied to sup- 
ply consumers with bottled milk 
are averaging slightly less than 
one per cent above a year ago. 

It said these prices In 176 ma- 
jor fluid milk markets- averaged 
S6.30 per 100 pounds early this 
month, or fi cen t s more than a 



Dairymen got a 
much lower price — around $4 a 
100 pounds — for that portion of 
their marketing's diverted ' to 
manufacturing.

Twin Falls, like so many other 
cities, seldom takes much note 
of jaywalking . . . even though 
it causes traffic problems and 
endangers -the life of the jay- 
walker. It is simply too diffi- 
cult to enforce 'that kind of "law. 
It is one of many simple laws 
that people themselves must en- 
force. 

"It is nearly impossible for 
us to enfor ce a jaywalking law." 
said CHIeT Bafnett. "Without po- 
lice walking the streets we sec 
little of It although it' exists 



And It is 'very difficult to do 
anything about s6meone jay- 
walking a. block away when a 
patrolman is In a police car. 
If he stops he holds up traffic 
anyway. The real answer is for 
people to stop jaywalking for 
their own good.'-- - 

Another of the "small crimes" 
which account for minions of 
dollars in stolen property a year 
is shoplifting. 'And It's done by 
every age group. 

According to the Twin Falls 
Police Department most of the 
shoplifters are within the 18 to 
JA:year.-ald..agc .4;raup . but 
many..pf them arc in the adult 
years and often a shoplifter in 
his 30s~and W& Is caugtl^— 
- Most shoplifters, and^lt Is 
true in Twin palls as well as 
nationally, are caught with 
enough money to buy the mer- 
chandise they are trying to steal. 
And in many cases, reports 
Chief Barnett, "They could buy 
the store, let alone the thing 
they were cau ght stealing." 



AH of the so-called "minor 
Infractions" cause police depart- 
ments ■ untold hours -of work. 
Without question the number of 



"minor" lawbreakers lumped 
into one tight package make or- 
ganized crime much less awe- 
some. It is expensive for the 
citizen, the law enforcement 
agencies, and the state, local 
and national governments. 

There is only one way to stop 
the excessive cost of minor 
crime. Educate people to the 
point that they realize that it 
costs them moncy.^and not just 
the other guy. 

Whert a teenager steals a hub- 
cap or snaps off someone's ra- 
dio antenna on the automobile 
. . . the adult population gets a, 
bit-i rn t e. D ut-^when— thg-adult, 
cheats a little bit on his income-j 
tax. or drivpg 4.S miles piT hni

WASHINGTON (AP) — Bi- 
partisan support for compulsory 
labeling of potatoes by state of 
origin came In the Senate Fri- 
day from Idaho Sens. Frank 
Church, Democrat, and Lcn B. 
Jordan, Republican. 

They said housewives and oth- 
er consumers have been de- 
ceived by sellers who f>ackage 
spuds under the title Idaho po- 
tatoes, but which were grown 
elsewhere. 

Both disputed an earlier Sen- 
ate speech by Sen. Frank J 
Lausche, D-Ohio, announcing op- 
position to their bill asking the 
federal government to require a 
rshet, showing state or origin, 
on potatoes sold In Interstate 
commerce. 

Lauscho said the next thing 
would be requests from growers 
of peaches, tomatoes and a long 
list of other fruits and vegeta- 
bles for similar special treat- 
ment. 

Church told the Senate that 
even experts can't tell the qual-

its skin or appearance. He said 
buyers prefer to know where the 
potatos were grown, be it Idaho, 
Maine, or numerous other pro- 
ducing^ areas.

To Trespass Or Not To Trespass . , .

Although it can be argued that 
Idaho landholders always have 
had this kind of protection under 
the provisions of several exist- 
ing statutes (36-2501-02), the 
State Legislature two years ago 
specifically spelled out these 
rights in passage of Section 36- 
2503. 

This statute Is long, covering 
both posted and unposted lands. 
One thing is made jjUIte^ciear— 

a trespassep-in Idaho has noth- 
ing to stand on In the eyes 
of the law, whether civil or 
criminal, tis the case may be. 
However, it Is just as plain that 
a landowner may not shoot at 
trespasser — or set a bear trap 
to catch him. 

Idaho District Judge Tom Fcl- 
ton, Moscow, former member 
of the Fish and Game Commis- 
sion, says that if a hunter or 
fisherman is Injured while on 
private lands, the owner cannot 
bcJield liable. But if a hunter 
injures livestocIcbelonEinR — to 
-tfre~l3naoWner; fie~~may stand 
to lose his hunting license or 
■ have other problems with the 
law as. well as being liable for 
civil suit.' 

Such legislation has been en- 
acted in Idaho and many other 
states on the theory that it is

If more Is needed, take a good 
ook at 18-7014, which Is designed 
to catch all eventualities. It 
states: 

"Every person who mall- 
.ciously injures or destroys any 
standing crops, grain, cultiv- 
vated fruits or vegetables, the 
property of another, in any 
case for which pimishraent is- 
not otherwise prescribed by 
the code, is guilty of 'a mis- 
demeanor." 

Sections 36-2501. 2502 and 2503 
are long, covering what is 
meant by "posted" and "un- 
posted" lands. They make It 
clear that there can be criminal 
trespass even when there has 
been no injury or damage to 
the landowner. It also raises the 
question, "5Wiat_Is_jneant- 
injury — ihe breaking down of 
one stallr of wheat on ail acre?"

Hunt License 

All persons 12 years old or 
over must have a liccn.se or 
permit to hunt (or carry an 
uncased gun afield) In Idaho, 
the Fish and Game Department 
reminded sportsmen today. 

To be eligible for a resident 
license, a person must have 
lived at least six continuous 
months In Idaho Immediately 
before applying for a license. 

Nonresidents who hunt big 
game in Idaho must pay $100 
for the license, plus the usual 
charges for tags. Special licens- 
es permit nonresidents to hunt 
specified management units, for 
deer or bear for $25, the same 
fee that is charged for season 
bird hunting licenses. 

Nonresident military person- 
nel permanently stationed in 
Idaho may buy resident hunting 
licenses, but not members of 
their families.

Navy Seals- 



Our 

SuDersecret Frogmen 
in Vietnam 



By JACK RYAN 



WITH A muffled explosion and a cloud 
of choking brownish dust, U.S. 
~Navy guerrillas last September blew up 
a camouflaged Viet Cong rice silo deep 
in the enemy-held Rung Sat zone (which 
r translates from the Vietnamese as "Jun- 
gle of the Assassins"). 

Destroyed was a two-month supply of basic 
food for the Viet Cong: south of Saigon. But 
where were the Viet Cong themselves? The. Navy 
guerrilla team set about finding out. 

Ordinarily, these supersceret frogmen, called 
Seals (because they operate by sea, air, and land) 
— avoid c onta c t w ith the e n e my. "Oui ' job, ' Bays XTT' 
Dave Janke, "is to find out only where the enemy 
is, what he's up to, and where he's going." 

The Rung Sat guerrilla team, for instance, had 
slipped into the area on rubber rafts two nights 
before. Now the motley crew, outfitted in frag- 
ments of a half-dozen uniforms, cowboy hats, and 
rubber boots, fanned out from the VC storage 
depot to search the hills beyond. The mission was 
to spot the enemy without revealing themselves. 

"But th«y sighted us just as our point man 
fired a warning shot," says Lt. Cathal L. "Irish" 
Kelly. "They opened up from bunkers and killed 
the point man and pinned us down. We laid down 
enougfa-^iire to move back, then^called in a ir_aiiP:;^ 
port to blast, the bunkers." 

Navy Seals are a gung-ho, high-morale, elite 
unit of some 200 extraordinary specialists — but 
specialists with a gripe. "The only time people 



hear of us is when we get caught by the Viet 
Cong," says Kelly. "We operate hundreds of se- 
cret misaiona perfectly, but we can't tell anybody 
about them because the next time we try the same 
technique the Viet Cong will be ready for us." 

To outfox the Viet Cong at their own guerrilla 
tricks requires a broad range of Seal techniques, 
ingenuity, and gadgets. They infiltrate enemy 
areas by underwater swimming with highly so- 
phisticated Scuba equipment i they use innocent-' 
looking sampans or high-powered boats; they 
even have James Bond-tjrpe two-and-four-man- 
submarines (probably never used in combat — too 
many bugs) and liiandheld self -propulsion units 
which turn them into human motorbo ats. 

To "bug out" of enemy territory quickly, they 
must be able to grab and hold a rope ladder trail- 
ing from a helicopter or snatch a line from a 
speeding PT-type boat — or, as Lt. Michael Troy, 
winner of Gold Medals in the 1960 Olympics, 
learned, just "fade into the scenery." - • 

Troy and his team were behind enemy-lines to 
ambush small enemy units when 60 VC stumbled 
on their riverbank camp. The Seals jumped into- 
the marshland, some with just their heads >above 
water for 12 hours. "One VC came so close to 
me," sayi Troy, "that I could have reached out 
and touched hiln.- The jungle was so thick you 
could only see 10 feet' in daytime — but, luckily, 

night, and this guy splashed right by me." 

The Seals were formed in 1962, and^ until re- 
cently the Navy would acknowledge publicly only 
that they existed. The amphibian commandos are 



culled exclusively from Navy UDTs (underwater 
demolition teams) and already are' skilled frog- 
men and bomb experts. 

For an extra $110 a month, they get to run a 
minimum of three miles a day over sand, learn 
such exotic Oriental methods of personal defense 
as aikido, spend classroom hours in languages 
(mostly Spanish and Vietnamese) and foreign 
customs, and attend Army escape-and-evasion 
schools from Panama to the subarctic. 

In the tradition-bound Navy, the Seals are ir- 
ritating mavericks. On U.S. bases, their uniforms 
are mostly sneakers and dungarees trimm ed to 
short-shorts. In Vietnam, they slash all pockets 
(to drain out water), tape sleeves and pants legs 
to reduce leech bites), and carry almost every 
type of weapon except government-issue — mostly 
"scrounged" lightweight pieces from such Iron 
Curtain countries as yCzechoslovakia. 

Th« Navy's close-mouthed attitude toward the 
Seals sometimes creates confusion and resent- 
ment. An officer, for example, was telling Family 
Weekly that none of his men had ever been to 
Vietnam, while moments later the men them- 
selves were discussing their Vietnam campaign 
ribbons and clusters — s6me had served two years 
in combat there. 

The average Seal resents, too, public acclaim 
given the Army's Gree n Berets (Special Forces) 
while -they remain virtually ftnonymoUH. For a 
while, Seals even affected black berets. "We do 
things those guys just see in movies," one Seal 
griped. But then he added — "Hey I Don't write 
we do 'spooky* things like the CIA or some comic- 
strip hero. We've only lost maybe three men, so 
our job can't be so hairy." 

But Seal duty, even its training, is dangerous. 
The fact that the Seals are relatively unknown 
and have suffered light casualties testifies not to 
lack of danger or "spooky" missions, but to the 
fact they do their cloak-and-dagger job so well. 

Chief Hospital Corpsttian Joe V. Churchill has 
been on several Seal missions. Characteristically, 
he can tell only of one. 

Lot* las* y«ar, he was. one of 19 Seals on a 
mission on the vital Dong Tranh River, 16 miles 
south of Saigon. Churchill recalls: "We were in 
an armed LCM (landing craft) and were looking 
for a good spot on shore to set up an ambush. 
Then we got ambushed ourselves^ 

"The first thing they did was drop a mortar 
that hit about 50 yards ahead of us. One of our 
men got on the radio to call in helicopter help, 
and then a bullet hit the radio." 

The VC were hidden in mangrove swamps on 
both aides^bf^ the^S^yard-wide r iv er , and -withtn— 
moments 16 of the 19 Seals were wounded. "We 
couldn't see them, but we picked up the flash of 
their guns and fired back. There was only one way 
to go — forward and fast!" 

Churchill manned a light machine gun, taking 
time off only to tend the wounded. When a red- 
' hot VC mortar fragment ignited a wooden am- 
munition case, Churchill grabbed it and threw it 
overboard, severely burning his hands. 

The Seals escaped without a single fatality and 
returned the next morning to count 40 enemy 
dead. Churchill received a Silver Star and an- 
other Purple Heart to go with ones he'd won in 
-World-War-U-*ndJKor«w 



"If they'd bushwhacked the VC," a Navy press 
oSScer commented, "you wouldn't have heard a 
peep about it. If you're a Seal, you've got to like 
your job for its importance, not its glory." ♦

IPIBST met Julie Christie 
in Madrid while she was 
costarring in "Doctor Zhi- 
vago." She insisted high- 
spiritedly then that she 
would never be fettered by 
agents, publi cists, secre- 
taries, or overdOHcerued — 
about money or fame. 

All she wanted out of life, she 
vowed, was to be "a truly aimple 
person — a free soul with no 
strings of any kind." 

I met this "free soul" two years 
later in Mexico on the last day of 
filming Warner Brothers' "Petu- 
lia." Now she was an Academy 
Award winner (for "Darling:"), a ■ 
Bupcrstar earning thouaanda a 
week. She ti^as also t^nse and ner- 
vous, more hiKh-stmnsr than any 
actress I've ever met. 

At 26, she looked much the same 
as she ilid two years ago — except 
for her manner of dress. In Ma- 
drid, she bad lookei] sloppy. In 
Mexico, she waa dressed in mod- 
type, Paris-designed clothes, and 
was fashion conscious.
